A METHOD of serving now in 

4 vogue presents such limitless va 

riety and charm that I wonder we 

even use bowls for soup any more 

This method consists of using chop 

plates or platters for vegetables 01 
, 


other foods The result is artistic 


combinations of colors, a saving of 
dishes and stepped-up appetites 

We've always considered plattet 
or chop-plates more or less designed 
for the serving of meats alone, yet 
every one whose eves have widened 
in anticipation when a _ platter of 
roast was encircled with whol 
browned potatoes and topped with a 
sprig of parsley should have caught 
at once at the possibilities of the 
chop plate or platter in serving oth 
er foods 

The aluminum salad ring has done 
much for this type of serving, espe 
cially when the ring holds rice and 
the center is filled with creamed 
chicken and pimiento, or with thick 
cheese sauce 

Whole heads of cauliflower that 
have been steamed just long enough 
to be tender and caught before there 
could be any slight hint of discolora 
tion probably started off the whole 
show when it came to vegetable plat 
ters. 


Some brave cook couldn't see 
the decorative qualities of a head 
of cauliflower desecrated by sep- 
arating it into single flowerets, 
so she placed the steamed head 
on a yellow chop plate, drenched 
it well with melted butter and 
made it a chaplet of strips of 
carrots, and, lo, a work of art 
was born! 


From that to alternating servings 
of green finger length beans and ca! 
rot strips around its base was but a 
step. 

Thick sauces generously colored 
and flavored with 
times flowed over the top, or, again, 
just the steamed cauliflower was 
served with a wreath of whole but 
tiny beets around its base. Melted 
buttter sauce, with a dash of lemon 
in it, followed hard by in a flowered 
“gravy boat” or pitcher. 

A lip-licking substitute for the cau 
liflower head is a stack of small 
white onions about the size of ping 
pong balls. The best way to prepare 
these onions is to remove the papery 
skins, dig a little hole in the top of 
each onion, fill with butter, pepper 
and salt, place in a covered baking 
dish with a half cup of water, and 
bake slowly until tender With a 
slotted spoon, the onions are lifted 


from the dish onto a heap on the

is poured over the onions It is a 
rich, toothsome color, and = simply 
shouts for more green beans and 
carrots, 


But don't use carrot circles or 
broken beans. Leave them long and 
in strips. The contrast in form is 
quite as pleasant as the contrast in 
color. 

Beets on one half of a_ platter, 
Brussels sprouts on the other, a cir- 
cle of overlapping fried slices of egg- 
plant around whole tomatoes, tender 
sections of butter-drenched cabbage, 
surrounded by peas or carrots, a 
heaping necklace of peas around a 
mound of mashed potatoes, ora he ap 
of buttered beets encircled with broc- 
coli, not only saves two dishes but 
induces more vegetable variety into 
the family diet. 


Of course, every thrifty house- 
wife will see at once the possibil- 
ity of left-over vegetables in 
such a method. 


The interest in the serving of vege- 
tables without elaborate sauces or 
casserole combinations may have had 
something to do with making this 
service popular. But it hasn't taken 
us long to learn that unvarnished (so 
to speak) vegetables give us new 
and more distinctive food flavors 
than vegetables dolled up and camou- 
flaged with fussy extras 

But vegetables aren't the only rea- 
son for hunting up grar nest 
of old blue platters or indulging one 
self in that gay flowered chop plate 
at the china counte) Fruits for sal- 
ads gain a particular distinction if

There is no more attractive way 
to serve sliced tomatoes than on a 
platter with white onion slices, green 
pepper rings and _ loose, rough 
mounds of Dutch cheese.

ing mash so they would not have to 
adjust themselves to new feed as 
well as new surroundings. They 
have seemed comfortably warm ever 
since we have had them. 

As nearly as I can find out, that is 
the idea—to have them happy and 
comfortable, even if on a cold day 
you have to let the brooder get what 
seems to vou too hot. We have a 
thermometer under one edge of the 
hover. Recently, it has been between 
75 and SO degrees F. 

The sand on the floor seems to be 
very satisfactory so far. It was damp 
when we put it in. We lit the fire a 
few davs before we got the chicks, 
to dry the sand out and to be sure 
the stove would work. ‘ 


The water fountains are lots 
of bother. They get a good wash- 
ing either at night or in the 
morning, and are disinfected or 
scalded—and this takes time. 


I must get a new brush. I don’t 
dare use the one I have been using 
on the fountains for the old hens. 
The old hens’ fountain doesn’t work 
any more I think it needs a new 
rubber I have been using a two- 
gallon crock for the water recently, 
but when it is hot the chicks like 
to stand in it. They have one other 
fountain 

We have long feeders for mash 
for the chicks. We have not tried to 
give them any milk yet. 

The old black hen with the twenty- 
two Butf Orpingtons gets clabber 
cheese with corn bread crumbs 
broken up in it, mash and oatmeal. 
She is a hybrid hen and is a very 
good mother. 

Chickens do not grow as fast with 
a hen, I have heard, but they ought 
to get enough to eat, the way she 
scratches for them and brings them 
around where the feed is. 


My neighbors are doing better 
with their chickens than | am— 
that is, those | have talked to 
had lost only seven or eight out 
of several hundred. 


} 


They complain of the changeable 
weather for chickens. One day, the 
chickens need a lot of heat and per- 
haps the next day they need hardly 


any. One neighbor contemplates 
raising Chickens with hens another 
year. 

She thinks they won't eat so much 
high-priced feed with hens. I have 


heard of several people who do have 
chicks with hens. I had thought I 
was the only one reverting to obso- 
lete practices like that. 

Our farm flock is laying well, but 
eges are still only 11 cents. They 
tell me prices will be better next 
winter, because people are not rais- 
ing sO Many young chicks, and there 
will not be so many pullets put in 
the laving houses next fall. 

I wanted to have 150 pullets, but 
I will have to get a few more to have 
that many now. It would be a lot of 
bother to get more now. I'm still 
thinking about it. It will have to be 
decided shortly if we do. 

| had to wait until the men 
were not so busy to have the 
laying house cleaned up.

In several ways, a more
